News from 
around the world, Joop ter Zee’s column with a brandnew logo 
desined by Mr. Ter Zee himself and the final part of the Mark 
Stafford Interview. All that and more in this Summer Special, 
enjoy reading it ! 


FRS-Holland activities 

We may not forget to inform you about FRS-Holland ! ! June 6th/7th 
FRS carried out a nighttime trra with the help of an English sta¬ 
tion. At exactly 23.15 UTC FRS was on air on 6232 with a very 
clear and strong signal. At 01.15 UTC we closed down but returned 
after a minute or so on 6225 with our own tx. And so we continued 
on 6225 till 04.00 UTC. It seems there was some interference in 
the UK because JRR was on 6232 too (during part of the broadcast). 
It wouldn't be fair to blame him because there was long skip and 
most probably he checked 6232 before coming on air without hearing 
us. Fact is the broadcast produced some 20 letters, mostly for the 
6232 outlet. 6225 was on air very late (or early) and that means 
less people heard that signal. Although: some reports contained 
info for both frequencies. Reports reached us from Canada, the 
USA, Lithania, 1500 km’s east of Moscow (!!!), Spain, Austria, 
Italy and Ireland (0=4/5 !!). Not bad at all. 

July 25th we planned another nightly 3 hour broadcast containing 
three 60 minute pxs of Stefan Kramer, Joop ter Zee & Peter 
Verbruggen. At 23.00UTC FRS commenced trm but it appeared that the 
seperate modulator broke down (is repaired in the mean time). No 
problem, another tx was switched on a few minutes later (with 
another built-in modulator) but at 23.20 UTC things went totally 
wrong with the HT and that was the end of our nightly adventure... 
But: we are planning a special evening/ nighttime trm Saturday 
August 29th and then we will semi-officially celebrate our 12th 
Birthday. FRS started August 31st 1980 with SW broadcasting. We’ll 
be commencing trms at 19.00 or 20.00 UTC and expect some 4 hours. 
You can get a special QSL for that transmission, tune in and rib 
the knob off. We will be somewhere in the 48 mb !! Don’t mis it. 

I planned to discuss a few things writteb by Andy Walker in Pirate 
Chat but that will be done in issue 119. In October FRS hopes to 
celebrate its 12th Birthday with a lengthy 5 hour trm on (hopeful-

As we are missing Pirate Pages issue 76, we cannot provide you 
with all details. That’s the reason that there’s a gap between 
April 25th and May 31st. For the record: FRS-Holland was received 
March 15th in the USA and June 6th/7th in the USA and Canada !! 
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CONDITIONS 

Despite we are in the middle of the summer period, condi- 
tions have been quite favourable. Not continuously but bet- 
ter than expected ! For instance on Sun July 26th conditions 
were good with a very strong Fax signal during daytime on the 
continent. The month of May gave some very unstable & 
unfavourable conditions. Just take a look in the logbook and 
convince yourself: May 10th, 17th and 24th were real bad ! 
Nighttime conditions on 75, 41 & ofcourse 48 metres remain 
excellent. 



GENERAL 

Activity has been quite positive. Thanks to the nighttime possi¬ 
bilities 48 metres remains interesting during Summer time and 
that’s a good thing ! 6.5 MHz isn't used as much in compare with 

a few months ago. 3.9 MHz seems to be attractive among stations: 
WMR, Pirana, Titanic, LWR, WNKR & Fax were already to be heard in 
the past few months, perhaps others (FRSH ??!) will follow. Sig¬ 
nals are really excellent during nighttime. A good example is 
WNKR using a low-powered tx providing the continent with a real 
strong signal (almost) as strong as radio Fax ! ! 

Still no sign of a come-back of RECC on 6.8 MHz. But a few other 
new stations made their debute broadcasts on SW. Among them 
Overflow, Level 48 (German joint venture), Radio Freeway (or is 
it Freewave ??), Veronica AM and Free Radio Service London. Read 
all the news on the upcoming pages.... 


Our friend Morris from the UK sent some info with regard to RADIO 
MERLIN INT.’s court case. 

Paul Watt of RMI appeared at Chelmsford Magistrates Court on Tues 
May 5th and was accused on numerous charges brought by the DTI. 
Most important accusation: setting up and operating an illegal 
radio station and causing interference on the mobile 
maritime band. 

It seemed that the Radio Investigation Branch of the DTI intended 
on making an example of RMI and its station-manager. Paul felt 
that in these circumstances he had no option but to contest the 
case and pleaded "NOT GUILTY" to all charges brought against him. 
On hearing Paul's not guilty pleas the DTI officer in charge of 
the case jumped to his feet and demanded that the proceedings 
ought to be adjourned to the Crown Court. 

Rather strangely the DTI Solicitor didn't seem to agree with this 
idea and was quietly overhead saying to some of his collegues 
that the DTI would be better placed if the case remained in the 
Magistrates Court. 

This action begs the question whether there is some obvious flaw 
or loophole in the 1949 Wireless Telegraphy Act and its 
subsequent Telecommunications or Broadcasting Acts that might be 
exposed if a case was taken into a higher court. 

The second phase of this case is due to take place on Tues August 
4th and once again will be at Chelmsford Magistrates Court. 

It seems that IF Paul Watt can successfully fight this case and 
WIN, it might just help any other station operator that gets 
caught. To fight the case Paul needs support, help and most 
importantly.... cash. If there's any way. .however small...in which, 
v you feel that you can help Paul, then please contact him at th 
Allowing UK address: Box 1218,Chelmsford CM1 4BD in the UK.

Summer time has come and that means a new pirate season began 
in Russia. Yes, since the end of march Russian free radio 
listeners have picked up some nighttime tests. There were some 
simply cool receptions jusi like Radio Ridiculous (received in 
Russia for the very first time) and a very strange station whose 
name sounded like Radio International Intercompania Musical. Also 
we were very glad to hear "too much beer" broadcast presented on 
March 29th 1992 by WMR OP and friends. Thank you very much Jack, 
Bill and Jock, we heard a pirate programme of such style for the 
very first time ! And now let me turn to our free radio scene. In 
this issue I am presenting you some bits of information on RBSI, 
RW8I and RSR.

NEWS ROUND-UP 

RBSI- Radio Black Sea Int. had some SSB tests around 6886 kHz 
during March. There were stupid pxs on air with a live guitar 
playing and very short ID’s: "Radio Black Sea Int. from Black Sea 
Shore". Since March the RBSI0P had also some QS0’s with Russian 
and foreign hams. By the way: during these tests and QSO's the 
Rueil France (RWI) address was given ! Hi guys in France, don’t 
be confused when you receive letters with the starnge abbrevation 
RBSI. In the near future RBSI is planning to change the 
broadcasting range to the 6600- 6800 kHz area. But also everyone 
could find RBSI on ham bands at any time. If you suddenly would 
hear this station, you could contact it via P.O.Box 55 in Moscow. 
RWBI. Oh, there's so much news on it. First of all let me return 
to FRS Goes DX 114/115. There was info published about an UNID 
December 8th 1991 (page 23) on 7415 kHz. Really, it was the very 
firts relay of RWI, when the RWBI OPcalled himself Eastern 
European Relay Service. At this time there are also tapes of JRR 
(Ireland) and KIWI (New Zealand) for relaying (KIWI was already 
relayed-PV). A very remarkable event took place on RWBI March 
21st/ 22nd. To celebrate the first anniversary of the station, 

the RWBI OP decided to do a full day broadcast(24 hours with some 
2 hours break). During a morning break the OP had a chance to 
hear some very rare Lat in-American stations here (Radio Fides 
4845,Bolivia/ Radio Cora 4915, Peru). Signals were fine and 
recordings of these exotic LA tropical stations were aired for 
Russian listeners during a daytime part on Sunday. During that 
1st anniversary broadcast, RWI’s and RSR's shows were also 
played. At this moment we have info that this great show was 
heard in Lietuva (Lithuania), Latvia, Czechoslovakia, England, 
Finland and in various parts of Russia. By the way, this broad¬ 
cast was the very first one, that an open telephone line was 
used. There were some calls from Moscow, Riga, Voronezh & Rostov. 
Concerning open telephone line shows, I can say that RWBI is 
planning to do such a nighttime show during summertime, when 
atmospheric conditions are better to reach Europe. Important: 
RWBI can now be received via Box 29, Moscow 109444 in Russia. The 
Box 55 address is no more ! ! Don't put a station name on the en¬ 
velope but instead Igor. 
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RSR- Radio Romantic Space reaches Western European lis 
teners with the kind help of English collegues. If Western 
-ers like these shows and if DJ Arty gets references and 
reports RSR will record special shows which will be aired via RWI^ 
France. A last point on RSR: if you would like to get RSR's QSL, 
please send correct reception reports and some return postage to 
Box 29, Moscow 109444in Russia. Don't put the station-name on the 
envelope but Artiom ! Registered mail is preferable. And that’s 
it, sincerely yours in Free Radio, Artiom. Enjoy our pictures !!

The Mark Stafford 
— Intervifw 

„ And now for the final time * the last episode of the 
Mark Stafford Interview. He used to be the big man behind 
/ the legendary British SW pirate Atlanta Radio. This interview 
is a MUST ror every SW freak !!

Q: Did you ever have problems with authorities because of illegal 
transmissions? y 

S: On or two close shaves. There was this classic occasion - we 
do *? ^ evenknow if it were authorities - that we were broadcasting 
and this car pulled up in the middle of nowhere and this chap got 
out and walked right down under our aerial. We think it was a 
radio amateur. But that was probably the closest we came to anyt¬ 
hing happening. A brave Stuart Clarke was determined to get the 
transmitter so he rushed back into the field, despite that chap 
being there, and nicked all the stuff right in front of him We 
ended up getting everything back and nothing happened that‘morning 
but we don t know what might have happened in say half an hours 
time if ne nad alerted the local DTI or a few more amateurs. It’s 
not so much authorities, it's being close to having troubles with 
authorities. The other time was a snowy Christmas, Christmas 1981 
I think, when we were going back to the site in fact to pack up 
because we were trapped in a snow blizzard and we had to get away 
when we were approached by two game keepers with guns. Can you 
believe it? They were looking for poaches, but it was a frighte- 
ningmoment! We just stopped in our tracks: what can you do? We 
told them thatthe people who owned the land had given us permissi¬ 
on to^ do what we were doing at that time: doing seismographic sur¬ 
vey ror the local college! On another occasion we switched on the 
transmitter at around 9 o'clock in the morning - I think we were 
running an Atlanta Radio transmission for an hour to be followed 
by * R f dl ° Mercury transmission - when in the middle of nowhere 
suddenly a police car appeared and stopped! Well, we ran. man. did 
we rani We didn't go back for about forty minutes. When we came 
back we found that the car we had been driving (it was a new one 
oniy three weeks old. but sadly enough I had had an accident with 
F" d f ber two weeks, so it had a nasty dene in one of the wings) 
had attrackted the police, being parked there in the middle of 
nowhere! So the police had this car traced down! They probably 
thought that the car had been stolen, used for a joyride (thereto- 
re the dent in it) and had been dumped in the middle of nowhere. 
But it wasn't. That really was a close shave! And it didn't do the 
nerves any good. Weil, I must admit I haven't touched wood, alt¬ 
hough a lot of the people I’ve been working with in radio have 
been caught one way or another down the line. 

Q. Can you tell something about what happens on a Sunday when a 
shortwave transmission is put on? 

S: Well, once you get out of bed the thing you have to do is 
endless checking.* have you got everything? I have a

checklist and a checklist and a checklist! You need to 
get up early (which I don't like which explains why there 
haven t been so much Atlanta Radio broadcasts recently) and 
then go to the site and put the aerial up. And putting the aerial 
up can orten mean standing for fifteen minutes trying to throw a 
stick up into a tree to get the aerial up as high as possible 
Then you connect the transmitter to the aerial and do a few tests 
Walking around and check what the groundwave is like, checking the 
modulation level before we really start. Then we play some non¬ 
stop music to warm up and then it is time for the broadcast to 

St ^ rt • ,. T1 ? en WS like to check how things are going. We allways take 
a digital receiver with us to check if there's anyone on the fre¬ 
quency we want to use. But - specially when the conditions are a 
bit weird - we like also to ring several people up to check things 
out: if we re not getting any interference with someone else. 

Q: Do you enjoy being on FRS Holland? 


S: Well I do like it and I tell you why. When I have to list my 
choice of stations, even if I wasn't working for the Free Radio 
Service Holland and even if Peter Verbruggen was not lisCening to 
this interview, I would say that of the stations in the eighties 
that I consider to be first division, FRS Holland would be in the 
top three of four, along with EMR and Radio Apollo. So it is a 
privilege to work for the Free Radio Service Holland. 


Q: Do you have any future plans in regard to Atlanta Radio? 

S: For various reasons there will be more time for Atlanta Radio 

in the future, so we hope to be on more regularly then we have 

been. But nothing is set and scheduled right now as to what will 
happen. 

Q: You have been working with several people who are involved with 
professional radio. Have you ever considered a job within the 
professional radio world? 

S: Well. I'm very lucky. A lot of people I know go into the radio 
bussiness because they can't find a job that pays them enough 

money. But in my case: I nave a job that pays me a lot of money 

y that up to go into radio and end up losing money! 

Maybe if I had started into radio when I was younger I wouldn't 
have come that far in my present job and I might have ended up as 
a disc jockey, but I probably started a bit too late for that! 

Q^What stations are you listening to in general. not on shortwa- 


o: I have to admit I do listen a lot to ILR stations in England 

simply because it is the only thing around to listen to a lot of 
the time! But otherwise I would be listening to HUversum 3 
believe it or not. because ILR in England is so bad and quite 
often, when . m on my way to work, I switch on to Hilversum 3 and 
X tind I quite like the morning programms on there. So I think 
that's a bad mark for British radio that I have to listen 
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to Hilversum 3! WRNO I listen to quite a lot, because 
t is reminiscent to American radio which I love. Radio 
Netherlands Media Network is another programme I try to 1 
ten to whenever I can. But I must admit it is sad that there isn't' 
enough radio to listen to and I quite often find that I stick a 
tape on because there's nothing on the radio! I'm also very into 
Medium wave DX-ing, listening to American radio with a loop anten¬ 
na. That s my personal favorite type of DX-ing and my personal 
type of radio. 

Q: Can you mention a few highlights in your radio career? 

S: Apart of my very first days in radio when it was all new and 
exiting, I can remember working on a station called MOA Radio 
which was something we did in 1979/1980. It was something we put 
together with a load of stations to celebrate the Marine Offences 
Act and I worked along there with people like Nigel Roberts from 
Radio Utopia and Stuart Clarke was on it and John Dorson. It was a 
cracking little station, just for that day and I really enjoyed 
that. Another highlight would be Radio Atlanta being heard in 

America! I have been involved with several other stations and I 

think working on a high quality FM station was another highlight. 
Another highlight was getting into the top three of the poll for 

the favorite discjockeys by a radio magazine in 1983. I think I 

was joined third with Tom Anderson and above me was Peter Verbrug¬ 
gen (who's that.’) and Dave Scott. Just seeing your name in print 
and being in the top three: that really was a highlight! 


Q: Can you mention some remarkable things that happened during 
working in the field when putting out Atlanta? 

S: Well, that's probably the stuff I mentioned earlier! But I can 
remember turning out for a broadcast one day, we were just about 
to onload the car, the boot was already up. wenn suddenly half a 
batal1 ion of soldiers came marching through the fields! They were 
on exercises. So. down came the boot and we told them we were 
going camping there! So that's something to remember: never go 
broadcasting near an army training camp! Because you are using 
radio, but they're using radio as well! Allthough I didn't reali¬ 
sed that bit untill later on that day. 

We have been talking now for over an hour with Mark Stafford, and 
he is getting a bit tired, and so are we. So we ended this inter¬ 
view with a big thank you to Mark and we hope to be able to hear a 
lot rrom him on shortwave in the coming years. be it on Atlanta 
Radio or the Free Radio Service Holland or whatever! 

As most of you will know Atlanta Radio has been leaving the 
airwaves over a year and a haif ago (PV). 


FRS GOES DX: 1O YEARS YOUNG ! 
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It’s time for another episode inS 
in the life of Europe's most fa¬ 
mous radio station Radio Caroline. 
And also in this issue a number of 
interesting news items. For the news of the Caroline Satellite 
Group (Dave Asher/Chris England) we refer to the satellite column 
of this issue. 



Friday_April 24 th : a forgotten piece of news in the previous 

issue as it was on this date that Radio Caroline was back on 558 
kHz. Reason: Spectrum Radio in London offered Caroline two hours 
airtime between 10 and 12. Johnny Reece presented the show and 
spoke to Peter Moore and Stuart Payne. During the last 18 (!!) 
years Stuart Payne regurlarly informed the readership of The 
Evening Standard about Caroline. Payne and Moore told the history 
of the station and typical Caroline music was played. Peter Moore 
said it would have been very depressing if Caroline wouldn't be 
able to broadcast during its 28th birthday. That was one reason 
Caroline applied for a licence. Another reason was to obtain a 
legal position making it possible to broadcast legally with a 
special event licence. Moore added that a special event licence 
wasn't the ideal situation. If Caroline could get a third world 
country licence, the Ross or another ship would surely be used 
again from the Int. waters of the Northsea. Stuart Payne witnes¬ 
sed the signing of a contract between Radio Caroline and QEFM 
enabling Caroline to be on Astra with nightly pxs 7 days a week. 


Saturday M ay 16th : John Knight of the Ross Revenge Support Group 
gave his opinion about a few tall stories with regard to Caroline 
and people linked to Caroline. About the fact Steve Conway left 
the Ross just prior to the commencement of the Dover FM service 
John said the following. "When the Ross was tugged into the Dover 
harbour the ship was in a bad condition and we expected that the 
crew Wendy Sheppard, Neil Gates, Steve Conway & Ricky Jones) 
would do the best they could to make the ship look better from 
'•he inside. They told they loved the ship. I myself saw the ship 
nearly every week taking care of food supplies and I observed 
that the ship's condition remained as it was. It was really a 
mess. I described the situation to the crew as a floating toilet. 
This situation couldn't be put up with anymore. The crew lived 
free on the ship and everything they needed was free too. After 
several meetings we id something out of sheer neccessity: we 
decided to stop supplying the Ross. At the end of march there was 
a meeting between Peter Moore and the crew and I attended that 
meeting too. Peter asked the crew whether they wanted to work but 
apart from Ricky Jones he got a negative response. And so it was 
decided to put a number of volunteers on the ship to clean the 
mess. In the meantime the ship has even be painted. As a result 
Steve, Neil and Wendy decided to open their own info-line 
criticizing the RRSG and others. We didn't tolerate this negative 
attitude and froze the money meant to buy food e*tc. The crew’s 
attitude towards the volunteers wasn't sympathetic at all. It's 
therefore not so strange that Peter Moore went to Dover to repla¬ 
ce the crew. Wendy and Steve left the ship; Neil Gates did pre¬ 
sent a couple of FM pxs but he too must leave the organisation 
All rumours telling the financial support has been used for 
other purposes are untrue: the funds enables us to pay 
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£ 19,000 to the harbour authorities being the costs of 
the rescue operation." And that's the story told by John 
Knight of the RRSG. 



Tuesday May 19th : Caroline already two weeks on Astra. As you 
will recall the Dover 101.8 FM service ended Bank Holiday Monday 
May 4th with an emotional speech of station-manager Peter Moore. 
The new Astra service commenced when the Dover one closed. Caro¬ 
line took the 3- 7 am (CEST !) time slot and according to reports 
£ 400 per month are paid to QEFM. 

After two weeks of broadcasting on the audio subcarriers of the 
Movie Channel Peter Moore is very enthusiast. There's a great 
response and despite the fact Caroline can only be heard in the 
middle of the night, many are tuning in our making recordings. 
There will be talks with potential advertisers and later this 
year Moore hopes Caroline will be able to do the 19.00- 23.00 
time slot on QEFM. Pxs are recorde at various locations and 
played back at QEFM’s Cheltenham studios on VHS Hi-Fi video tapes 
giving a perfect audioquality. 


Wednesday May 20th: Roy Litchfield, QEFM’s manager, received a 
letter from the Radio Authority which explained that the RA had 
received a complaint regarding Peter Moore's involvement with the 
legal satellite broadcaster (QEFM). The complaint went on to rai¬ 
se the question of Peter M.'s suitability for involvement with 
the UK licensed satellite broadcaster in the light of his recent 
statements indicating his intention to return the Ross Revenge to 
sea in the future. The letter asked for QEFM' s comments on the 
matter. The management replied that the Caroline programming was 
put out under control of QEFM and not Caroline's.It was alos said 
that the RA should take a positive view of the fact that Peter M. 
and Radio Caroline were working within the restrictions of UK’s 
broadcasting laws and weren't currently seeking possibilities to 
work outside them. The RA have acknowledged receipt of QEFM’s 
letter but didn't make any further comments. The question is: who 
was the mysterious organisation or person who made the original 
complaint ?? 


The Ross Revenge is being prepared for a move to a new mooring. 
The original plan was to to move to Chatham for dry docking at 
the end of May but this plan was superseded by a plan to move the 
boat to a short term anchorage at L. on Sea in Essex. This is to 
enable more time to be spend in preparing the Chatham dry docking 
facility . 

August will see the Ross Revenge with another special event 
licence. This will be issued to commemorate the 25th anniversary 
of the UK M.O.A. which came into force on the 15th of August 1967 
when all stations closed (or had already closed) while the two 
Carolines continued. 


Month of June 


Radio Caroline's venture into the world of satellite broadcasting 
continues to grow. Remember the career started at the end of 1991 
V via the Intelsat. In May 1992 nightly Astra QEFM trms via the Sky 
Movies audio subcarriers were added. Caroline will commence 
trms via a 3rd satellite channel sometime in July or early 
August. The station will use the audio subcarriers of 
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the Dutch PTT channel on the Eutelsat 2F1 13 degrees 
east. This channel puts out the Turkish TRT TV channel 
ring part of the day and has an extremely strong footpri 
Western Europe with strengths approaching the level of Astra sig 
nals. Reason for Caroline’s appearance on this channel is that a 
new Dutch TV channel is about to start nightly broadcasts on this 
transponder. The name of the Dutch station is Red, Hot and Dutch 
bringing a nightly dose hard-core porno films between 00.00- 
03.00 CEST. The audio subcarriers to be used by Caroline are 7.38 
and 7.56 MHz. 

Caroline also continues via RNI on the Intelsat 1 degree west and 
ofcourse via the Astra on QEFM. With the arrival of the new 
service Caroline hopes to be able to provide a continuous nightly 
service with starts at 22.00 CEST on the Intelsat satellite and 
then moves to the new Eutelsat for the 00.00- 03.00 time slot 
before finishing on Astra between 03.00 and 07.00 CEST. Caroline 
is discussing the matter with RNI manager Henk de Jongabout 
moving their time slot to fit in with this new channel. 

Caroline have their application for a satellite service licence 
accepted by the Radio Authority. It will run from the middle of 
July for a 5 year period. The granting of the licence will allow 
Caroline to fully take over their current QEFM time slot and 
remove the current neccessity for the broadcast to carry hourly 
QEFM ID's. They must establish their right to the Caroline name 
in order for the service to continue under the Caroline name in 
the long terra. This is a continuation of the R.A.'s attempts to 
resolve once and for all the various parties’ claims for the 
Caroline name. Currently three parties are looking to use the 
name Caroline: 

1) The Peter Moore/ Ronan 0’Rahilly organisation. 

2) The owners of Caroline Ltd who had previously made an unsuc¬ 
cessful application to the R.A. for a landbased broadcasting 
licence. This application, made over a year ago, and the group's 
indication to the R.A. that they intend to use the name in a 
further licence application in the future, means that the R.A. 
must take them into account when dealing with the Peter Moore 
group's application. 

3) The Caroline Satellite Group, currently operating under the 
Euronet banner. 

The Ross Revenge continues to be in Dover Harbour without a lot 
of activity. The scheduleto move to Chatham has been postponed. 
The ship will however be in time in Chatham for the station's 
next special event licence. This has now been granted and will 
enable Caroline to broadcast to the Medway town area of Kent in 
August. 

A last piece of satellite news: July 6th QEFM revamped its pro¬ 
gramme schedule and as a result Caroline is now between 
02.30-06.30 CEST.

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One of the most exiting special event licences of 1992 
has been granted to the Caroline Movement. This organisa- 
ion willbe operating a special event station over the wee- 
kend of August 14th- 16th to commemorate the 25th anniversary 
of the M.O.A. The station will operate from a boat- the CM ship 
the MV Galaxy- just off the Essex coast in the Thames estuary.

The MV Galaxy is 75 feet which is half the size of the old Mi 

Amigo ship. It was originally intended to be 3 days 24 hours on 
air (Fri/Sat/Sun). Thurs August 13th tests will be conducted with 
the 1 (!!!) watt AM tx on board the Galaxy. The idea now is to 

continue the service beyond that nostalgic weekend. The CM talks 

to three groups willing to continue the service after that 
special August weekend. The target area is the coast line around 
Frinton-on-Sea. There’s a chance (and that's real good news) that 
there will be alink-up with Euronet, the Astra satellite station. 
The whole programming will be split up in different segments, for 
instance a Radio City segment, a Radio London one etc. Each seg¬ 
ment must reflect the style of programming from Che station it is 
representing.

This enterprise should start 
the sale or stereocoders for medium wave reception as soon as the 
was broadcasting. At the same time this paper reported 
lexander Rusling was involved. It was another ODpor 
ty for Rusling to get publicity. He told reporters 
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/ ^/^of the paper the whole story was nonsense. It should 



have been told by a co-operator of whom at forehand was 
thought he couldn't keep his mouth shut. For safety reasons 
they told him a wrong story. Furthermore it would be silly to 
transmit on 531 kHz. Fourteen stations use this frequency. For 
example a 500 kW station from Beromunster and a 100 kW from 
Leipzig.

It is understandable that despite the arrival of the Americans 
made something clear about the offshore project it still wasn't 
clear where the ship was laying. However, in the world of offshore 
radio some people have a very keen nose for these things, so the 
ship was found in the end. 


EARLY 1986 


In the meantime it had become clear the ship had to be in the 
Southampton harbour. Two ships in that harbour could be considered 
to be used as a radio vessel: the MV Silversea and the MV Nannell. 
The Silversea attracted attention firstly. The ship was registered 
in Panama as a freight and passenger ship. It had a crane on board 
making it possible to transfer supplies in bad weather. The MV 
Silversea was owned by the Atlantic Tugs company. Also the MV 
Nannell was suitable. This ship attracted the attention because 
there was some activity on board, in contrast to the Silversea. 

All kinds of materials stood on deck, to be built into the ship. 
For example: generators and a water refining installation. 


DTI TURNS UP 


January 10th 1986 Broadcast magazine publishes an article about 
the new offshore project. The financers should be Japanese AM 
stereo-receiver manuracturers. February 1st the Sotuhern Evening 
Post reported the ship was named Nannell and was moored in Sout¬ 
hampton. It couldn't leave because the ships papers were not 
right. The paper told the DTI had been aware of the plans regar¬ 
ding the Nannell for a long time already. The DTI had succeeded in 
creating a four months delay by means of the shipping papers. 

The ship was owned by the Harvey Metals company, 'though manager 
Nicholas Harvey told the paper he didn't know anything of a radio 
ship. The ship should be for sale for any acceptable offer. Harvey 
had success with this story: there wasn't payed attention anymore 
to the Nannell. Now many people focused on the Silersea. 

The MV Silversea had an inpressive history. Some years before the 
ship had been chained because it had been used to transfer arms, 
to be used in the Iraq-Iran war. Next the British government used 
'-he ship to transport arms to Northern Ireland. Now the ship 
seemed to lay aimless in Southampton harbour. The MV Silversea had 
been chosen to serve as a radio ship. This attracted a lot of 
curiosity. But everybody was kept at a safe distance. 
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FEBRUARY 1986: MV NANNELL SAILS OUT 

X&X Completely unexpected February 6th the MV Nannell sails un^[<\ 
its own power out of the harbour. Soon there is an engine break¬ 
down. near Nest ley Point, and two days later she is back in Sout¬ 
hampton. February 13th the shipping inspection visits the ship and 
somewhat later the chip is chained. It appears to be not seawort¬ 
hy. A day after the engines are repaired and subsequently the ship 
is released. For a second time the Nannell leaves the harbour. 
Destination: Pasajes, Northern Spain. 

Around that same time also the MV Silversea sails out. Its desti¬ 
nation is Gibraltar. Argus-eyed the authorities watch the ship 
leaving. With both ships on the high seas a storm rises. The MV 
Silversea nearly has been lost and quickly hides in Brest harbour. 
France. Constables are waiting for her. As soon as she has been 
moored the ship is searched. In contrast to what they expected 
"materials 1 ' intended for the rebels in Sierra Leone are found. 
Immediately the MV Silversea is chained and here she leaves the 
story. The high seas also the MV Nannell faces severe difficulties 
and it is decided to sail in Plymouth harbour. The engines were 
not working properly again. Soon these problems are solved and the 
ship heades for Spain where she sails in Pasajes harbour some time 
later. The ship is supplied and sails towards Gijon, the former 
home port of the ship. From Gijon the sail to Santander where the 
aerial mast is al-ready laying on the quay. 

In contrary to the expected the Nannell stays in Santander. It was 
expected she would sail to Solares. That is a Santander suburb and 
here there Ross revenge had been equiped some years earlier. The 
telescope antenna already waiting should have a total length of 80 
metres.The arrival of the ship was a new source for a lot of ru¬ 
mours. However the ship was empty: no studios, no transmitters, 
only a mast on the quay. However in Britain Rob Day told "his" 
station should be on the air within a few days. He told this to 
Record Mirror and Music Week. According to Day's story two stati¬ 
ons were going to broadcast from the ship. The first one was 
Stereo Hits 576. while the other one had been named W.S.O.L. 801. 
Rumours about 531 kHz had been circulating to draw attention away 
from 576, the former Caroline frequency. To conclude day told also 
the second transmitter had been installed and the second station 
should be a Dutch service.

NANNELL 
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Hi and welcome in a new episode of the ev 
changing, fast and always interesting wor 
f of satellite radio. Most people who own th 

private set of equipment, are interested i 
but let’s be honest: that's boring for us, the 
real radio anoraks having discovered something 
new which opens up new possibilities as part of the radio hobby: 
Satellite DX-ing. Searching for exotic and/or exciting radio-sta¬ 
tions from around the world with a crisp clear audio sound which 
can even beat FM quality. It’s good to know there are a bunch of 
quality pop radio stations but it’s also fascinating to discover 
new stations on the various audio sub-carriers. For real ’DX-ing’ 
you need a multi system with a motorized dish with a diameter of 
at least 90 cm. The most important satellite organisations- those 
meant for the European audience- are Astra and Eutelsat. Astra 
has currently two satellites high in the sky: the 1A & IB. But: 

the 1C and ID will join the two older ’brothers’ and that means 

that even with a 60 cm dish you must be able to receive dozens of 
radio stations. THe great news from Eutelsat is that they plan to 
launch few high-powered satellites being able to carry lots of 
TV and radio stations. Frankie Fanatic, who remembers him from 
the early FRS years (1980/1981) is preparing a major article 
aimed at showing the ropes of satellite broadcasting. He will ex¬ 
plain some technical things which are indispensable to know when 
talking about satellites. This feature will be part of one of the 
next editions of FRS Goes DX. 

EURONET 

In the past few editions we informed you about the Caroline 
Satellite Group led by Dave Asher. As they planned to get on the 

air under the Caroline name, we felt it was good to cover that 

newsas part of the Offshore column (read: Caroline column). Rea¬ 
lity show that this group is going its own way and their future 
lies within the field of satellite broadcasting. That’s the rea¬ 
son that from now on tany reports with regard to this group will 
be part of this satellite column. 

In the previous mag we mentioned the name of the World Radio Net¬ 
work testing on Sky Sport’s 7.56 MHz audio subcarrier. These 
tests ceased early May. We think that the WRN project will not be 
proceeding due to lack of funding. Obviously the WRN group is NOT 
linked to Dave Asher’s group although we thought there was some 
kind of connection. A few days after the WRN ceasing testing, a 
new organisation started tests under the Euronet banner, using 
the same 7.56 subcarrier. The Euronet group is led by Dave Asher 
and Chris England. Later on you will discover who’s really in 
charge.... A test loop tape was continuously aired on 7.56 since 
mid May. These tests consisted of rock mx presented by Dave 
Asher,Caroline Martin and Mark Matthews among others, mixed with 
short extracts from two other services who were also willing to 
start as part of Euronet. First we mention Shalom/the Jewish 
World, a Jewish ^organisation already being aired on Spectrum 
Radio London on 558 kHz. And secondly- and this certainly appeals 
more to your imagination- his lordship Screaming Lord Sutch. 
Laywers working on behalf of Dave Asher’s group did investigate 
)lications of using the Caroline or Caroline satellite 
title. More about that later on. May was a testing pe- 
Dd and June saw some more serious steps to put together 




























a serious satellite radio station. In 
Euronet issued its first programme schedi 
containing a few surprises. It appeared that^ 
the service has been split into various pro¬ 
gramming slots some of which last just 30 min.! 
As well as the Jewish Shalom group and good old 
Screaming Lord Sutch, the Euronet Service has also subletairtime 
to Fantasy FM, a UK-based rave/dance station whose "Fantasy in 
the house" pxs are to be heard during three 60 min. time slots 
throughout the day. The Dave Asher/Chris England group seem to 
have given up their battle for the Radio Caroline name and 
instead Dave Asher’s Rock Shows go out under the name LASER ROCK . 
Live programmes under this name commenced at the end of June. 
Laser Rock goes out in 4 hour segments. Mon to Thurs Laser Rock 
can be heard at 01.15, 09.30 and 17.00 UTC. On Fri the non-stop 
Laser Rock weekend starts at 14.30 UTC and the continuous rock 
service runs throughout Saturdayand into Sundays. Normal pro¬ 
gramming returns at 14.30 UTC on Sun afternoon. The Laser Rock 
Service carries a jingle-package featuring former Radio Luxemburg 
presenter Bob Stewart. 

Apart from Laser Rock there was (is) another highly interesting 
piece of news which is of great interest to the offshore fan. Do 
you remember Tendertrip ?? Well, the px has always been hosted by 
Ian Johnstone and Tendertrip was carried for many years on 
landbased pirates such as Southern Radio (here it all started in 
1981), South East Sounds (a London MW pirate in the early 80's), 
and more recently WFRL, the SW station which closed down Easter 
Sun of this year. Tendertrip started as a general free radio show 
but turned into a specific offshore info showand became very 
popular among the offshore enthousiasts. Tendertrip is now back 
on Euronet and takes a regular daily slot on the station at 16.30 
UTC with repeats during the day. Every week three fresh pxs are 
aired. Here’s the schedule: 

Tuesdays 16.30 UTC first Tendertrip of the week 

Wednesday 00.45 UTC 1st repeat 

09.00 UTC 2nd repeat 

16.30 UTC second Tendertrip of the week 
Thursday 00,45 UTC 1st repeat

Friday 00.45 UTC 1st repeat

The programme is recorded in a studio in North London on 
video-tape and sponsored by the CarolineMovement. The px is- 
according to Ian Johnstone- not limited to the UK audience. There 
are telephone line facilities and people from abroad are enabled 
to call. Tendertrip was ofcourse extra interesting when there was 
a lively offshore scene some years ago (Laser, Caroline, Monique) 
but also nowadays it’s a show that appeals to every offshore 
fan’s imagination !!

CHILTERN RADIO SUPERGOLD 

Chiltern Radio Supergold was one of the pioneers of UK-based 
satellite radio. The service was originally set up to relay UK 
ILR stations via the low-powered Intelsat satellite at 27,5 de¬ 
grees west. By the end of 1991 the service moved to Astra but has 
tended to ignore its Astra audience: the satellite service has 
featured long silences and reptitious promos. All that’s about to 
change. Prompted by increased satellite listeners' response from 
the whole of Western Europe, the station has now started to take 
Pan European advertising and to make the service more listenable 
for the direct to home market. There’s also the possibility of 
Supergold moving to one of the more accessable Astra audio 
subcarriers (7.38/ 7.56 MHz) to increase listenership. 


GIANT FM 

Supermarket radio station Giant FM who was broadcasting to the 
food giant chain of stores, has closed down. Since early 1992 the 
station was on air on the 7.74 MHz audio subcarrier of Sky Sports 

LIFE STYLE AUDIO SUBCARRIERS AVAILABLE 

One pair of audio subcarriers (7.38/ 7.56) of the Life Style TV 
service is once again available for interested parties. These 
channels were used by Chris Carey's Radio Nova satellite service. 
Following a number of problems in the pastwith the Nova organi¬ 
sation, the owners of Life Style decided they would prefer to 
loose the leasing revenue rather than being involved with 
problems associated with UK radio. It would now appear that they 
have had a change of mind and are willing to sublease again. 


SOLAR RADIO 

Solar continues with their test format of pxs. A strange mixture 
of music and talk shows is broadcasted on Solar. On the music 
programming side a couple of former UK free radio veterans were 
heard on Solar. Mike Knight, the founder of the legendary London 
based medium wave pirate Radio Jackie, presented a C & W show 
while his former Jackie collegue Dave Small has been hosting 
regular oldie shows. The Solar programming also features 
well-known phone-in shows, pre-recorded in the USA. Roy Masters 
for instance is almost every day on the 7.38 MHz audio subcarrier 
of Sky Sports. It 's good to know Roy still has all the answers 
to the problems of the world ! ! 


BRANDNEW SATELLITE RECEIVER 

Scottish based satellite receiver manufacturer Mimtec. have 
announced the launch of a brandnew satellite radio receiver which 
is set to revolutionize satellite radio listening. The Mimtec SSR 
1750 is the first receiver designed specifically with the satel¬ 
lite radiolistener in mind. The unit automatically calls up 
w ^the satellite radio audio instead of the TV sound. A major 
selling point is its price: £ 99.95 !! Severao of the 
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major radio broadcasters will be selling the receiver 
and the latter will be available in a customized form 
bearing the radio station's logos. 

RADIO ONE ON SATELLITE ? 

The launch of the new BBC Pan European TV service later this year 
may also bring the sound of Radio One on to satellite. The BBC 
are currently looking at providing the Radio One service on 
subcarriers on their new Eutelsat service in order to enable 
Britains living abroad to hear the service. 

RADIO NOVA : ON AIR OR NOT 

In May Radio Nova had discussions with a Turkish radio organisa¬ 
tion. The new Nova was set to be launched by the end of June on 
the Eutelsat. Then the start was postponed and a new date was 
announced: July 11th. But also on this date there was no sign of 
Nova. The original intention was to use the subcarrier of the 
British Telecom transponder which carried the After 12 adult 
channel. This station has now ceased operations and a new deal 
has been set up for Nova to use the Dutch PTT transponder 
carrying the pxs of the Turkish TRT TV channel. Nova would be 
using a pair of subcarriers with Radio Caroline sharing the other 
subcarrier. We doubt whether Nova will succeed in their plans. 
One of the persons involved is Keith Lewis who hosted the very 
first Caroline satellite pxs back in 1991. 

CNN RADIO 

CNN Radio can be found on the 7.92 MHz audio subcarrier of CNN TV 
on the Astra satellite. CNN broadscasts are on the hour and half 
hour.

NEW SUPERMARKET RADIO STATION

EXTENSION AM IN USA 

The USA announced details of the first stations to operate on 
its extended medium wave band. Six stations are scheduled to 
start in the 1640- 1680 kHz area. These will include WNDB daytona 
Beach, KJLA Kansas City and KHVM Fort Worth. Broadcasting will 
start in the autumn and will be simulcasts of the station's main 
output. 

EXTENSION SHORT WAVE 

The World Administrative Conference, which was recently held in 
Spain, has decided an extra 790 kHz will be added to some of the 
existing SW bands. Of this 690 kHz will be going to frequencies 
on 9 MHz and above. THe 41 mb will be extended up from 7300 to 
7350 and the 49 mb will be extended downwards from 5950 to 5900 
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SUNSHINE LEGAL 

In Shropshire a former pirate has become legal as the Lud-^ 
low area licence has been given to Sunshine 819, owned by 
South Shropshire Comm. Ltd. Sunshine used to be one of Britain's 
leading pirates back in th early 1980's and included such names 
as Roger Matthews and Paul Graham in their deejay line-up. 
Recently the station had a short term low power licence to test 
on 1512 AM. 

NEW STATIONS IN UK 

The growth of UK local radio continues. Blackpool has a new 

station which started May 25th on 96.5 FM with a power of 50W and 
an antenna on top of Blackpool's famous tower. Name of the 

station is Radio Wave. One of the prime time UK local radio 

licences to be awarded by the Radio Authority is currently up for 
grabs. The licence for a FM service to cover the Maidenhead area 
has produced 9 interested groups. Among them names as Magic FM 

and Castle Radio. Is the latter station a former pirate ?? 

FRS-Holland used to broadcast a so-called free radio spot of a 
Castle Radio in the early 1980's when the Free Radio Spot was a 
monthly px on FRS. More news from the UK. In the Channel Isles 
the Jersey licence has been won by Channel Radio and the Guernsey 
one by Ireland FM. Even the Wimbledon lawntennis tournament had 

its own radio station: Radio Wimbledon started June 22nd and

Some stations can also be found on 
FM (88-108 MHz) and on shortwawes around frequencies 9980, 11400 
and 15040 kHz. Finnish short wave stations usually operate in 
Sundays at 0900 - 1100 UTC (1100-1300 local time). Sometimes 

stations can also be heard at nights between Saturday and Sunday. 

Radio Meteor, P.O.Box 220342, D-5600 Wuppertal 22, Germany and 

P.O.Box 82, SF-40101 Jyvaskyla, Finland. Founded in 1981. Uses 60 
watts of power and transmitts usually in 6238 kHz. Uses sometimes 
the 41 mb (7360-7400 kHz). DJ and operator Rick Random. 

Radio Mayday, Wuppertal and Jyvaskyla boxes. Founded in 1988. Uses
